the assertion that they were “based on the Committee for eco­ 
nomic Development’s recently published statement, 
economic 
Policy for Rearmament’ ** 
A. Buy only what you need. 
B. Support credit restrictions. 
C. Help turn out fnore goods. 
D. Help hold the line on prices and wages. 
E. Fight waste, private and government. 
F. Save in every way, and buy Bonds. 
G. Support budget-balancing, taxes. 
. . . . 
Now. it seems almost unbelievable that the public mis­ 
understandings about the nature of inflation should be so wide­ 
spread that a magazine of this nature should recommend a series 
of measures which are strongly inflationary in their nature, as 
being "cures for inflation. 
, 
, 
Yet that is the fact. The above proposals have exactly the 
same bearing on combatting inflation as filling ftre-extmguisher* 
with gasoline would have on fighting fires. 
Consider each of the suggestions. 
Take "A" and "C" as lettered above. Both of them have 
to do with the familiar law of supply and demand. 
I he theory 
is that if we reduce the demand, as ’A’’ suggests, through a soil 
of mass buyers’ strike, and if we meanwhile turn out more goods. 
as proposed in "C’\ prices will fall automatically, and we thereby 
will see the end of inflation. 
, 
Now, the biggest fallacy about inflation, and the error which 
makes fighting it so difficult, is the belief that inflation is synony­ 
mous with high prices. That mistake has been made. off and on. 
for two thousand years, and every time that mankind has trie 
to fight inflation by controlling prices, either directly or ,ndl*ect,y’ 
the result has been the same— mankind has lost the fight, an 
run through the whole boom-and-bust cycle.
